loafers, he was turned upon by the whole 
mob. and, to preserve his life, was com- 
pelled to run. He took refuge in a gro- 
cery near, but was soon compelled to 
leave this place and run for the city; the 
mob followed him with stones and mis- 
siles, and he was compelled to take ref- 
uge in the first dwelling house he came 
to. He was hit several time.-;, and must 
have been severely injured. 

The whole was done by foreigners. I 
think there was not a native American 
on the bridge. The principal citizen* of 
Brie were not in sight — if they had been, 
or if thore had been fifty <>f the leading 
citizens of Erie, or of Erie county, pres- 
ent, they could easily have overawed the 
crowd. The Sheriff, Vincent, did hu 
duty as much as any man could have 
done it under the circum>tances. The 
people of Erie did nothing ; but permit- 
ted their Sheriff to be chased and stoned 
by as low and disgraceful a set of for- 
eigners as 1 ever set my eyes upon I 
never was truly converted to Native 
Americanism until I witnessed this dis- 
graceful outrage upon the high Sheriff of 



the county judge, and the labor and ex 
pense of the erection having been in- 
curred by an individual, in good faith, for 
the public benefit, under the belief that 
he was acting under proper authority, 
and that the county court and the county 
were bound for his reimbusement, he 
was injustice and good conscience enti- 
tled to a just equivalent, at least to the 
extent of the amelioration* of the public 
property, produced by his labor and ex- 
pense. That, if it had appeared that the 
county court (a majority of the justices

The trial of Geo. W. Green, a wealthy 
banker at Chicwgo, charged with the 
murder of his wife, by poison, has been 
brought to a close. A portion of the tes- 
timony was peculiar, and worth looking 
over. 

Mrs. Noble, the lister of the deceased, 
s;ave strong evidence in favor of her 
brother-in-law, Mr. Green. She said : 

• I taw my sister out riding on horse- 
back with Mr. Green almost every eve- 
ning ; I am sure about that; 1 taw this 
for a month or nix weeks; this was in 
June and first of July; sometimes in a 
carriage, and generally after tea; they 
rode past all our houses; generally rode 
slow past our house?, and if she saw us 
she would nod; she was dressed in a ri- 
ding habit, with a cap and feathers; she 
looked pretty well. " 

A question aro^e during the direct ex- 
amination of Mrs. Noble, as to any over- 
tures of an unchaste nature made to- 
ward her by the prisoner. Objected to

Among the throng 
were quite a Bomber of ladies, w ho, in 
disregard of every dictate of good taste, 
had come at a late hour of the night to 
hear the verdict of a jury, perhaps con- 
signing a man to death. They svere not 
relatives of the prisoner. 

A few minutes after nine a message 
was received by the Judge from the jury. 
W hat its purport was we do not know, 
but the bystanders augured something 
unfavorable to the hopes of the defense, 
particularly from the expression induced 
upon the countenance of one of the pris- 
oner's counsel. An anrwer was returned 
and the court and the crowd waited pa- 
tiently until ten o'clock, when no further 
intimation having been received of the 
prospect of a verdict, the court was open- 
ed and f.djourned to nine oclock on Mon- 
day morning. As the throng was eti- 
ring. a tap on the door of the jury-room 
announced that something was desired, 
and an officer was sent to inquire if a 
verdict had been found. Word was re- 
turned that it had. The jury were ush- 
ered in, and the prisoner immediately 
sent for. As he passed the bystanders, 
his heavy and palpitating breath deno- 
ted the greatest agitation; he evidently 
feared the worst, and the immobility 
which during the trial had never for a 
moment forsaken him, was now lost in 
the terror of an anticipated doom. When 
he had taken his seat, the clerk read the 
verdict, to the eilect that the prisoner was 
found guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree.

Court of Appcalfc»l>ecibion. 

Haukison Cocxty 1'olktw. Smith— Harrison co 

This is an appeal from a judgment 
against the Harrison County Court for 
amount of $"2000 — the estimated value 
of a house built by Smith to be used as 
a jailor's house, on a lot belonging to the 
county court. The erection of the house 
had never been authorized by a county 
court composed of a majority of the jus- 
tices of the county, but was authorised 
by order of the county judge. It seems 
that the work had progressed with the 
knowledge of some one or more of the 
justices, as to the manner in which it had 
been authorized, and with the knowl- 
edge of some others, acquired during its 
progress ; that the house was in fact be- 
ing erected on the public grounds on 
which the jailors house had formerly 
stood. There seems to be no doubt that 
the county judge believed he was author- 
ized to have the building erected, with- 
out the co-operation of a majority of the 
justices; it is also certain that Smith, the 
huilder believed that he was properly au- 
thorized to erect the building, and that 
the county was bound to him for payment 
therefor. 

The Court— per C. J. Marshall— held : 
That the Constitution of 1850 (Art. 8, 
sec. 27) authorizes the Legislature to 
provide that the justices of the peace in 
each county shall sit at the court of 
claims and assist in laying the county 
levy and making appropriations only. 
That the act of March, 1851 requires the 
attendance of the justices in making ap- 
propriations exceeding $100, at one 
term ; and that, although the 19th art. of 
the Rev. Stat, (title Courts) gives power 
to the county court, injceneral terms, to 
erect, superintend, ancTrcrlflHnl needful 
county buildings and structures ; yet, as 
the 4th sec. of the 21st at%, . same title, 
declares that justices of <^(je peace shall 
only compose a part of tile court in lay- 
ing the county tax and . appropriating 
money, and transacting other financial 
business, and more especially as the 1st 
sec. art. 3, (title, County Levy) declares 
expressly that the countv court, shall 
not, unless composed of*!fr majority of 
justices of the county, have power to 
appropriate, or charge upon the county,

In Cal- 
I ighaa'a possession a knife was found 
which was covered with blood ; and yes- 
terday he was taken to the Hospital by 
Capt. Moynan, and shown to the wound- 
ed men.
